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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that in paragraph 1 00, Hamabe 
describes different frequencies are used in Cellular System and Cellular System B. The Examiner agrees that Hamabe discloses the base 
station controller commands the base station and mobile staions to change to different frequency when the adjacent carrier frequency of 
system B threshold level higher than the frequency in system A (fig.6).
